adjoining tho track with rilles in their 
hands. A volley of shots was iircd at 
the engineer and tireman, who were 
struggling to.escape from tbe tangled 
wreck, and • then the gang kept up a 
fujrfadc o' 'inllofn to Vcrrifv tho pas- 
sengers and prevent them from leaving 
tho cars. The thieves then rilled the 
car of all its contents: nnd mounting 
horses, which were tied in the woods 
near the railroad, galloped north. 


The belief that Evans and Morrell, 


who escaped from tho Fresno jnii a few 
months ago, participated in the robbery 
is shared by many railroad add express 
officials. 


The San Francisco authorities were
